American Battle Ships May Met Go 
Through the Canal to Exposition — 
Earth Slides Interfere with Plans.

Washington. — Efforts to obtain ap- 
propriations for a large navy will be 
made during the next session of Con- 
gress on the score that the Panama 
Canal Ih a failure as a great navy ad- 
junct. When the building of the canal 
was proposed it was asserted that it 
would multiply the eliiciency of the 
United States navy by two, as it would j 
permit the nuick transfer of the en- 
tire fleet from one coast to the other. 
Now a number of Congressmen, in- [ 
chiding Representative Stephens, o! j 
California, are coming forward with 
the assertion that this multiplication 
is rather a sentimental consideration 
and that the only way to protect both 
coasts is to have two large and effi- 
clent fleets. The theory that the 
building of the canal would make it sc 
easily possible for the battleships to 
go from one ocean to the other and 
that a single licet would do the service 
of two, in the opinion of Stephens, 
will not he borne out. 

One evidence of this is the fact that 
tlio slides in C'nlehra cut are interfer- 
ing so seriously with the traffic 
through the canal that the plan to i 
send a great armada of battle ships 
through Hie canal in the Pacific to at- 
tend l lie Han Francisco Exposition i I 
not likely to be carried out. 

It is clear that in the present un- 
certainty of canal traffic no reliance 
can he placed on the free or safe 
movement of the dreadnaughts of the | 
Atlantic Ifcct from one ocean to the I 
other, hut further excavation in Cule- 
bra cut may remedy this situation. 
Stephens, at. the hearing before the 
Mouse Naval Committee, compelled 
the Navy Department officials to ad !

Paris, March 29. — Fighting in Al- 
sace Is turning to the? advantage of the 
French troops despite the obstinate re- 
sistance offered by Ihe Germans. Ac- 
cording lo reports reaching Paris from 
the front, Ihe Freucb troops now In 
Alsace number 300,000 men. 

Capture Hartmannsweiler. 

Their offensive in Ihe Vosges has 
been directed against a key position 
held by the Germans on Hartmanns 
weiler kopf, a commanding hill. The 
official communique from the war of- 
fice announces the capture of the sum- 
mit of Hartmannsweiler kopf by the 
French soldiers and their further ad- 
vance on its north, east apd south 
slopes. , 

Tlie Germans bombarded Arras with 
great violence. This caused lire to 
break out, the communique says, but 
it was quickly extinguished. The text 
of the communique follows: .' 

"The enemy bombarded Arras at 
night with shells of all caliber. A 
fire which broke out was quickly ex- 
tinguished. 

“Mine warfare continues at LaBols 
sello under conditions favorable to us. 

“In tho Argonne, in the ttgion of 
] Bagatelle, bombs were thrown be- 
tween the lines. There was no In- 
fantry attack. 

“In Alsnce, after energetic opera- 
, tlons lasting several days, we reached 
. tlie sufnmit of Hartmannsweiler kopf,

Berlin, March 29 (by wireless).— Af- 
ter a battle lasting five days French 
troopB have succeeded in capturing 
the summit of Hartmannsweiler kopf, 
an important strategic point of the 
Vosges in Alsace. The French victory 
was admitted in an official report from 
the German general staff which states 
that the edge of the height is still held 
by the German troops. 

The official report announces the re- 
pulse of Russian troops attempting to 
advunco ugalii3t Tilsit, East Prussia, 
with the intention of looting it as they 
did Memcl. Other minor successes 
against tho Russians are also report-

Petrograd, March 29.— Three mil- 
lion Russian soldiers are rolling like 
a tidal wave upon the Austro-Germnn 
forces along the Carpathians from tho 
Dunajec river to Bukowikn, thrusting 
back their foes to their fortified posi- 
tions in the passes and on tlie crests. 

Germans to Carpathian Front. 

To meet this vast army, the Ger- 
mans are withdrawing the major part 
of their forces from tho Vistula-NIe 
men front where the spring thaws 
have caused a cessation of operations 
at most points. Acording to reports 
received by tho war office from va 
rlous commanders along the front in j 
Poland, the Germans there now mint 
ber only 580,000 men in 14V4 corps. 
As the total strength of the Gcrmnns 
In the eastern war theater is estimated 
at 3,500,000 men, war office officials be 
lleve that the other 2,920,000 have 
been concentrated at tlie Dunajec and 
Carpathian front. 

No boastful predictions of a dash 
Ing Bweep upon Cracow and the plains 
of Hungary are made by the Russian 
military leaders, but an air of calm 
confidence In the final outcome per- 
vades the war office. The official Rus 
^ sian view of the situation was voiced 
by Minister of War Sukliomllnoff.

Austrian Morale Impaired. 

“The Austrians must be reckoned 
with as fighters ns long as any of 
their corps remain whole. Their mor 
ale has been badly Impaired by 
successive defeats and the loss of 
Przemysl, but nevertheless they have 
an army that Is of unquestioned 
strength.” 

General Sukhonillnoff declared that 
the' victory won by the Russians at 
Lupkow pass was of great strategic 
Importance, giving them possession ot 
the railroad there, hut Intimated that 
severe fighting might be expected be 
fore the Russians got through the 
pass to Hungary.

The new order requires the 
disinfection of all bags that have been 
Used to contain stock feed of any de- 
scription in Ihe "closed area," quar- 
antined for foot nnd mouth the ship- 
ment of such bags, and copies of the 
order have been sent broadcast ovei 
llio state.

TRAILS JAP CRUISER ON COAST 



Tangier, Morocco, March 29. — With 
42 men on board apparently doomed to 
death, the British freight Bteamer 
Trostburg is being rapidly pounded to 
pieces by wind nnd sea off Cape Spar- 
tel, where It was wrecked. Despairing 
0t rescue, 15 men of the crew branched 
t boat early and attempted to make 
their way to tho rocky shore. The 
boat struck a rock before It had gone 
60 feet and capsized, all Its occupants 
being drowned. 

Tlie Trostburg, a vessel of 7,000 tons, 
carried a crew of 70 men. Thirteen of 
them were taken off ahortly after the 
■hip was wrecked by British destroy- 
ers summoned by an "S. O. S." wire- 
less call. The remaining 57 elected to 
remain on board while the French 
cruiser Friant attempted to pull the 
Trostburg off. Tlie wind Increased and 
tho Friant was compelled to abandon 
Its efforts.
